Bill to License Barbers Will Be Taken 


to Madison—Whittaker on 


Committee. 


M. H. Whlttakor. In his capacity 
as member of the Wisconsin Barbers' 
Legislative committee, has prepared 
lor circulation about the state a dralt 
of the proposed bill for licensing bar- 
bers. 
Together with tho copy of 


the bill a petition has been drawn up, 
and signers will be solicited through- 
out the state. 
The legislative committee, which 


met last week at Madison to confer 
regarding the proper steps to take 
regarding the passage of the act. con- 
sists of F. J. Vlctorls of 
Oshkosh. 


Axel Douhan of West Superior and 
M. H. Whlttaker of this city. 


Contents of Bill 


"A Bill for the Licensing and Regu- 


lating the Profession of Barbers," Is 
the title of tho act. 
Its purpose Is 


to prohibit all wleluers of the razor 
from practicing their craft who aro 
Inefficient, unsanitary In the conduct 
of their shops or In any way unfit. 


It Is provided that all barbers must 


have a certificate Issued by a board 
of examiners. 
This 
requirement 


shall not elect any who aro 
engag- 


ed In the business, except as they are 
barred by some one of the conditions 
which will be stated later. 
The ex- 


amining board shall consist of throe 
practical barbers, appointed by 
the 


governor, who have practiced In this 
state for at least five years. 


The term of these examiners shall 


be for two years, with tho exception 
of the first board. 
They shall be 


appointed for one. two and 
three 
years, respectively, so that 
ono va- 


cancy will occur each year. 
If any 


position shall became vacant before 
the expiration of tho term. It shall 
be filled by the governor for the nnex- 
plred period. 


Renumeratlon of Board 
' 


A president, secretary and treas- 
urer shall be appointed by the board. 
The latter two odices may bo filled 
by one man. 
In return for their 
service the members shuJl receive 
three dollars a day and their actual 
expenses for the time of actual ser- 
vice. 
They shall receive threo cents 


a mile for each mile actually travel- 
led to attend the meetings. 
This 


sum -shall be paid from the money 
In the hands of tho treasurer of the 
board. Under no circumstances shall 
any call be made upon the state treas- 
ury. . 
As originally planned by some of 


those Interested In the 
bill 
the 


board were to receive six dollars a 
day. but this sum was halved that 
there might be no feeling that there 
•was any desire for "graft." 


Meet Every Quarter 
Examinations shall be held 
by 


the board at least four times a year. 
The places of the meetings shall be 
so aranged as to bo as accessible to 
every part of the state. No one place 
shall be adhered to. 


H a complaint Is made from 
any 


source that a shop Is In usanltary 
condition, a member of tho board 
shall visit It. 
If he considers , the 


charges founded he shall take stops 
to remedy the evil, and enforce more 
strict care In that respect. 


Records, which shall bo readily ac- 
cessible to the public, shall bo kept 
of all applicants for licenses, and the 
action which was taken In regard to 
each one. 
Tho record shall also give 


a complete list of all licensed bar- 
bers and shops. 


Must Apply For 
License 


Within ninety days from the pas- 
sage of the act. If It Is passed.overy 
barber now practicing shall tile with 
the board a notice of tho same and a 
certificate will be Issued upon pay- 
ment of one dollar. 


Later applicants must be examined 


by the board. 
The charge for tho 


examination shall bo five dollars. To 
be eligible for a certificate the appli- 
cant mtmt have studied the trade for 
three years as an apprentice 
under 


a qualified and existing barber, or 
studied for three years In a good bar- 
ber school, or practiced tho trade for 
three years In this or any other state. 
The examination shall cover his skill 
In the art. his ability to keep his tools 
In order, and his knowledge of tiio 
common diseases of the face. 


Insignia To Be Displayed 
Each person passing tho examina- 


tion shall bo furnished with a card 
or insignia t<J indicate that 
the 


holder is qualified to practice 
tho 


trade. 
On tho first of July of each 


year a now certificate shall be Jss||e;t i 
at a cost of, fifty cents.. 
, 


If a shop Is In unsanitary condition 


the hoaltn officer shall be notified by 
a member of the board and It shall bo 
quarantined. 
A certificate may ho 


revoked for conviction of crime, habit- 
ual drunkenness, gross Incompctcncy 
or the Imparting ,of Infectious or con- 
tagious diseases. 
Alter ninety days 


of the withdrawal of a certificate ap- 
plication may be made for another. 


For violation of any section of tne 


bill a fine of from $2"> to $100 shall 
bo Imposed.

Building 


A now gymnasium at the univer-

a gymnasium, the women should be- 
stir themselves and arouse tho state 
to obtain an Ideal Woman's building. 
Tho proposed building will contain 
not only the gymnasium 
with Its

loys and so-forth, but parlors and 
reading rooms, meeting rooms, and of- 
fices for the various organizations 
of women, small rest rooms, an audi- 
torium with a stage for theatricals, 
reception rooms for any university 
functions, and a Kitchen and lunch- 
room.

Such a building would be constant-

quite, Impossible. 
Such a building 


ought first of all bo -beautiful and to 
become ^gradually filled with beauti- 
ful things; and It Is not difficult to 
soo how much II. would foil that this 
building 
bo]or-r,ed to them, and it 


was their college home, that It was 
theirs to beautify and enjoy. 
In fact 


the women of tho university are en- 
thusiastic over the value of such a 
building.

Address caused considerable talk and 
much newspaper comment through- 
out the state and It Is with pleasure 
that the Gazette Is able to present 
to the readers the article In full just 
as It was read before the Milwaukee 
meeting. 


Mr. Hughes Is very sound on his 


principles and the article should be 
of excellent food for thought 
for 


those who are interested in the well- 
fare of the city schools particularly 
the High school and their relations 
to the university 
and 
colleges 


throughout the state. 


The article follows: 


Secondary School Relations 


"The free public high school as wo 


have It today Is of recent origin. In 
the order of founding 
the . college 


came first followed by the elementary 
school. 
Students were fitted for col- 
lege by private tutors or In private 
academics. 
Ix>cal pride In the homo 


school, together with the pride 
to 


"keep the children at home during tho 
Important period of their preparation 
for college resulted In tho growth of 
these local elementary schools Into 
'proper fitting schools for 
college, 


forming the link between the elemen- 
•tary and higher education, commonly 
called the secondary. 
These second- 


ary schools have been largely domin- 
ated by college and university In- 
fluence, but of late the local com- 
munities have been making demands 
upon their own schools not always In 
harmony with the'demands made !>>' 
the colleges and universities, and tho 
schools have been forced to try var- 
ious expedients to adant their work 
to suit these demands.' Some schools 
have emphasized the college prepar- 
atory course, while others have en- 
tirely neglected It. while still others 
have added .separate courses as they 
•were called for either side, until In 
some communities the publlcv mind 
Is confused as to what the 
propor 


•work for the high school really Is. 
The fact that the Inspectors s*'nt 
out by the various colleges and uni- 
versities do not always agree In their 
reports, or the advice they give, has 
:not tended to relieve the situation. 


"Many are convinced that the high 


school has now won a place for It- 
self In the educational world with 
the right to be heard In the councils 
that determine what It shall be and 
•what It shall teach. 
That It has 


outgrown its position as a mere tit- 
tlnp school for college and Is now In 
reality "Tho People's College." That 
there should be some confusion In the 
public mind regarding the legitimate 
work of the high school Is not to be 
wondered at when we 
remember 


how rapidly these schools came into 
existence. 
The whole number of 


Tree public high schools reporting 
to tile commlsloncr of education of 
the United States In ISfiO was 40. In 
1S70 
was K',0. In 1880 was 800. In 


1890 was 2. 
ri2fi. in 1899 was 5495, In 


1900 was fiOOn. 


"The number of students In these 


schools has Increased from 2150 In a 
million of the population In 'TO. to 
7030 in each million in 1898. 


I have bi'tn asked to give an out- 


line the way the problem of modern 
high school is being solved 
in 
a 


neighboring western state, Iowa. 


"A committee of six from the col- 


lege section of the state association 
worked some time upon the question 
of college entrance upon certificate 
from eccrcdltcd schoolr. until It was 


evident that the Interests of all could 
be best survea by having a regular 
channel ol communication with tho 
schools, so that their needs could bo 
clearly understood. 
As extyresaud 


In a recent lettOr from this commit- 
t<?e:"It was decided that the placing 
of any nigh school upon the fully ac- 
credited list of the colleges was a 
matter of sulllclent dignity and im- 
portance to constitute a sort of ami- 
latlou between tlie said high school 
and tho colleges and ought therefore 
to entitle the superintendents 
ot 


such schools to bo considered an ad- 
visory commiteo worthy of consulta- 
tion In regard to all proposed chang- 
es In entrance requirements and oth- 
erf regulations regarding tho mutual 
relations of the high school and the 
college." 
"Tho state association appointed a 


committee of twelve on secondary re- 
lations, six members from tho univer- 
sity and tho colleges, six from the 
high schools. Including the president 
of the state normal school. 
The 
state superintendent of public Instruc- 
tion met with the committee and gave 
active and most clllclent help In this 
work. 


"The committee held frequent meet- 


Ing for a full fund frank discussion 
of tho entire situation with tho hon- 
est desire to bring about the best re- 
sult for all the Interests involved. 


The following question was raised: 
"What is the real condition of high 


school courses In Iowa? 
What are 


the requirements of the courses sug- 
gested by tile National Educational 
association? 
What are the entrance 


requirements of the colleges belong- 
ing to the college department of the 
Iowa State Teachers' 
association? 


How far do the general conditions of 
our high schools and their const!- 
tiitlencles demand courses 
differing 


from tho college preparatory course, 
and what attitude ought to college 
men hold toward the high schools In 
tills regard? f Is it feasible to have 
one course In oach high school which 
shall bo specifically a college prepar- 
atory course? 
How far Is It possible 


for all the high schools to have uni- 
form courses and what can we do 
to bring them into general use? Tlio 
comparative value of time, kind and 
quality in preparatory work. 
Is It 


feasible to have a high school manu- 
al which shall outline the kind and 
amount of work, give suggestions for 
proper equipment for the teaching of 
each subject, give suggestions about 
proper methods of teaching in the res- 
pective branches, as to text books, 
and various other matters of Import- 
ance to the school?" 


."This committee elicited the fact 


that there "was great confusion In 
our high school courses of study, nnd 
that there was an utter lack o;f uni- 
formity. In estimate of the relative 
value of subjects and groups of sub- 
jects, and no uniformity as to tho 
beginnings and endings of the high 
school courses." 


"Data was carefully gathered from 


tho entire state to aid In answering 
these questions and the 
committee 


formulated a list of principles govern- 
ing their work. 
I quote from the 


first one of these to give an Idea of 
tho point of view taken: 


"1st. It was agreed that the aim 


of the high school was not to fit for 
college. 
People do not and will not 


consider it specifically a college pre- 
paratory school. 
No more Is It a 


school to fit for business occupations, 
mechanical pursuits or any of the 
professions. 
Us specific purpose is 


to fit Its pupils for tho duties of life. 
It may become tho duty of life to 
go to college, to engage In business, 
to practice law or medicine or any 
one of a hundred other conceivable 
things unforsecn by the pupil when 
ho Is In the high school. 
. The aim 


of the high school course should, 
therefore, bo to give tho child a sol- 
id discipline of Its faculties, a broad 
view of life, proper self control, a 
trained Judgment, an appreciation of 
educational values, proper methods 
of study and work, and Inspiration 
for life and study, and such a com- 
mand of himself and of al his powers 
as shall enable him advantageously 
and Intelligently to take up any of 
the legitimate things which may be- 
como the duty of life." 


"2nd. The student will not, as a 


rule, remain more than four years In 
tho high school, hencp the course 
there given • should bo so arranged 
that tho pupils who complete any 
well-ordered four-year course should 
be admitted to college with out con- 
ditions. 
Furthermore, the pupil, at 


the 
beginning of his high 
school 


course, cannot determine what course 
he should pursue If he goes to col- 
lege; nor Is he at that time compe- 
tent to decide what college course 
ho may take, as very few enter high 
school with that distinct Idea of com- 
pleting a full college cot»r»e. 
It 


should therefore not lie easier to en- 
ter one course In college than anoth- 
er." 
, 


"Following this statement of princi- 
ples they published "A manual set- 
ting forth the course of study adopt- 
ed by the general asosclatlon, a dis- 
cussion of each subject In the course 
and various other matters of value to 
high school 
teachers and 
school 


board." 
The manuscripts of this 


manual were read and crltlclso;l by 
many of the best teachers In the state 
before they wero finally accepted by 
the committee, and the 'preliminary 
reports, 
together with the general 


plan for the manual were carefully 
dldcussed In the sections 
so that 


when the manual was finally adopt- 
ed by tho state association it 
ex- 


pressed tho concensus of opinion -of 
tho teachers in both schools and col- 
leges and the university. 
The re- 


sults have been so good that the com- 
mittee has been re-appointed to con- 
tinue its Investigations. 
'luls work 


has been done previously by the state 
university and by several of the col- 
leges separately, but never before so 
effectively as by this Joint commit- 
tee, representing In Its personnel ev- 
ery point of view within the state. 


Conditions In Wisconsin are differ- 


ent from those In Iowa. 
The prob- 


lems to be solved are not tin; same. 
Wfc cannot Imitate what has been 
done there, but there la nn oppor- 
tunity for a Joint committee from tnla 
association to do great good. 
The 


present system of high school Inspec- 
tion Is complicated. 
Inspectors are 


sent out from the state department, 
the state university, the various col- 
leges within the state, and by others 
from the outside. 
A joint commit- 


tee on seconday 
school 
relations 


would simplify this Inspection 
and 


get the help of the high school teach- 
ers themselves, tin; ones who know 
most about the Important questions 
Involved. 
The Initiative rests with 


the high school people and I suggest 
that the high school conferences fol- 
lowing' this session consider the advls 
ability of raising such a joint commit- 
tee from the state association, re- 
presenting the high schools, the state 
depatment. the state university and 
tho colleges. 
,

aged leaf. However the dealers come 
across a crop now and then that has 
some damaged leaf In the bundles 
that the farmer hopes will be over- 
looked by the receiver.

Distributes Much Money 


The deliveries of the next 
few 


weeks will bring the growers the lar- 
gest amount of money ever before 
taken for the product. 
The illstrl- 


luillon of three or four million dollars 
about the growing districts must put 
an end to the doubt about the farmer 
making money on raising tobacco. 


It Is generally conceded that nt the 


present time there Is less 
tobacco 


still In the bands of the growers than 
at any time for a number of years. 
The crop grown In 1902 has been bet- 
ter than the average and-was a ready 
seller In fact the year Just passed was 
one of the best In the history of to- 
liacco cultivation. 


Might Below Estimate 


Tho crop Is weighing out 
much 


lighter than usual, a fact that Is caus- 
ing »ome surprise becau.se of the well 
Ttnown large growth In the 
fields. 
This Is an evidence that the leaf Is 
thin as well as not In high case. Pack- 
•era report that the average yield ot 


crops so far received is considerably 
below 1500 pounds per acre—probab- 
ly 1.100 pounds would be the nearer 
llgure. 
Should this estimate 
be 


good throughout the crop, there will 
bo several tnousand cases less In tne 
yield of the year 11)0^ than was ex- 
pected. 
Three cases to the acre will 


come nearer the estimated yield than 
any ilgures yet made concerning It. 


Old Goods Steady

startling changes.

dy trade. However, tho cigar manu- 
facturers doing most of the buying.

The damp weather of tile

week hat) enabled the farmers

dle. 
The early cut crops have gen- 


erally cured well, but where the to- 
bacco was hung close and had poor 
ventilation there Is serious damage 
from pole sweat. 
The top price Is 


said to be \'i cents, nnd yet there have 
been comparatively few sales.'

Interesting tobacco suit for alleged

verbal bargain on memorandum con- 
tract does not hold. 


Pennsylvania 


While the dealers one and all have 


grumbled at times during the twelve 
months just ended, they admit that 
on the whole the usual volume 
of 


trade was done, and some are rub- 
bing their hands In glee while they 
tell that they sold more tobacco In 
1U02 than during any year during the 
past decade. 
It Is true all rail at 


the small profits, and while there 
may be some Just cause of complaint 
on that score. It deserves to be said 
that the failures In the trade In thin 
locality since last January were few- 
er In number than I can remember. 
In fact, no leaf dealer of any promi- 
nence went by the board an.l all ap- 
pear to be In good Hliope today.

Prospects are Bright 


The prospectH for tho leaf market 


during the current year are brighter 
than ever before, but an enlarged sue. 
cess depends chlolly on Itn nccomo- 
datlon to the changed conditions. It 
holds good for trade, commerce" and 
•Industry, as well as what Darwin es- 
tablished as a fact for natural Ills' 
lory: 
The Hiirvlvn! of the fittest. 


All interested In the development 


of the tobacco industry of tho state 
should keep In mind the dato of the 
annual meeting of the Tobacco Grow 
ers' nnd Dealers' association at Mnill 
noil. Jan. 2lHt, I'JOIJ. ' It IH expected 
that a larg« display of leaf will bo 
mnd« in competition for a number of 
prizes offered by the convention. Gro-

samples of their crops and compare 
notes.

MEXICAN CURRENCY 


The nubile discussion of a possi- 


ble change In tlie standard of cur- 
rency In Mexico adds Interest to a 
statement Just prepared by the Trea- 
sury Bureau of Statistics regarding 
the trade relations between the Unit- 
ed States and' that country. 
With 


no part of the world has the com- 
merce of the United States grown 
more rapidly In recent years 
than 


with Mexico. 
Exports to 
Mexico 


from the United States which amoun- 
ted to 15 million dollars In 
1801, 


will be over 40 millions in 1002, and 
Imparts into the United States from 
Mexico, which were "S millions In 
1831. V.-111 be fully 41 millions 
In 


1902. 
Mexico Is the one country 


•with which our Imports and exports 
balance. 
To Canada, that other ad- 


• jacent country, we sell twice 
as 


much as the value of our purchases 
from It. 
Our Imports from the Cen- 


tral American countries arc CO per 
cent, more than our exports to those 
countries. 
From the West Indies 


our Imports are nearly twlco as large 
In value as our exports to 
them. 


From South America our Imports are 
nearly three tlaies as great as the val- 
ue of our exorts to them, and from 
Asia our imports are more than dou- 
ble our exports to 'that part of the 
world. 
To JJurope we export nearly 


three times as much as we import 
from that continent. . In the case 
of Mexico, however, our exports to 
that country are • at present just eq- 
ual our Imports from that country, 
the total value of the exports from 
the United States to Mexico In the 
11 months ending with November, 
1902 being 5ns.124.lu!>. and our Ira- 
ports from Mexico during tho same 
period. $38,712.051. 


Mcxlcos trade with 
tho 
United 


States grows more rapidly than that 
•with any other part of the world. The 
exports from the Unite:! Kingdom to 
Mexico grev.- from S million dollars 
In 1S1 to 10H; millions In 1900; those 
from France to Mexico, fe.» from t) 
millions in 1SS1 to 7 millions in 189'J; 
those from Oermany grew from $700.- 
000 In 1SS1 to r, millions in ISl'D. 
and those from Spain, from $871.000 
In 1SS1 to a little less than 2 mil- 
lions In 1900; while from the United 
States, the exports from- Mexico grew 
from 11 million dollars in 1SS1 
to 


25 millions In 1900. and. as already 
indicated, over 40 millions In 1902. 


Contiguity, quick rail communica- 


tion, and the presence of large Amer- 
ican Interests In Mexico are the prin- 
cipal causes of the rapid gains which 
the United States Is malting- over her 
rivals In the trade of Mexico. 
Over 


9,000 miles of railroad are now In 
operation ,ln Mexico. 
bringing 
all 


parts of that country In direct com- 
munication with the United States, 
and according to a recent statement 
furnished to tho state department by 
the United 
: States consul general In 


Mexico, fully $400.000.000 of 
capital 


from tho United States Is Invested In 
that country, and many citizens of 
the United States arc Jocated tempor- 
arily or otherwise in Mexico. Mexico 
Is the one country^ south of the Uni- 
ted States .to which our exports show 
an appreciable growth. 
To the Cen- 


tral American states our exports In 
1900 were $5.29C.47S, and 
In 1902. 


$C.322.R8".: to South America our ex- 
ports In 1890 were $SS.7.r.2.uiS. In 1902. 
$38.013.017; to the West Indies our 
exports In 1890 were $33,187,222. In 
1902. 
$43.032.951; while In Mexico 


our exports In 1S90 were $13.285.287, 
In 1902. $39,873,RO(i, and In tuo calen- 
dar year 1902 will be over 40 mllion 
dollars. 


The most important of our exports 


to Mexico are manufactures of Iron 
and steel, machinery, manufactured 
cotton, lumber, manufactured wood, 
manufactures of cotton, and gunpow- 
der. 
Our Imports from Mexico are 


chiefly textile grasses, especially sis- 
al, coffee, hides, cattle, lead, copper, 
and tobacco: and In addition to these 
there "are large'quantities ,of silver 
In ore and considerable gold which 
are not Included In the figures of Im- 
ports of merchandise. 


Yet for the past three years the ouu 
person In ollicia! life who has been 
busy trying to discover defects and 
shortcomings in that army for use In 
personal intrigues Is Nelson A. Miles.

Say« the Workmen Arc Helpless in 


the Face of a Statute Tlmt Permit? 
Employers to Hire and Pay the Dep- 
uties.

Violence of all sorts wa.i charged 


to the union mon. dynamiting, stab 
Ling, attempted train wrecking and 
arson, but the c~«ci of this testimony 
•was Impaired when lawyers for the 
operators explained the Pennsylvania 
law. which permits the coal, mine op- 
erators to employ deputy sheriffs. 


James H. Torrc-y. counsel for the 


Delaware and Hudson company. ex< 
plained the law. He said thu laws of 
the state would not permit the county 
to pay the deputy sheriffs for this 
special service and 
In consequence 


corporations foot the bills. Mr. Tor- 
rey said the operators will gladly join 
the 
miners lu 
having 
the 
laws 


amended. 


Deplorable Condition. 


Chairman Gr.iy said he was glad to 


hear an attempt would be made to 
amend the laws, and added that with 
all due respect to the great common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania he thought It 
was a "most deplorable state of law" 
when a sheriff cannot hire help and 
must depend upon the rich to assist 
him. "If that be the caso," he said, 
"then the poor are helpless." 


The witnesses related many acts of 


violence from murder down to assault 
and petty larceny. Dynamite played 
a leading part. Five witnesses testi- 
fied that their houses were damaged 
by persons, some of whom known to 
tie union men placing explosives on 
the property: other witnesses told of 
a dam. locomotives and steam pipes 
In different collieries being damaged 
by dynamite, bridges damaged by In- 
cendiary fires, and attempted wreck 
Ing of trains. One youth said lie was 
stabbed, several of the witnesses were 
boycotted, and several others told of 
being beaten by crowds and of their 
houses being stoned. 


Boycott a Woman. 


A young woman told the commission 


she was dismissed as a school teacher 
because her brother chose to work 
during the strike; a man testified lie 
was attacked as he was coming out 
of church after being married, forcing 
him to seek refuge In a colliery, while 
his bride went homo as best she could, 
and 
another 
witness said he was 


afraid to attend the funeral of his 
mother, who had died while he was 
working behind a colliery stockade. 
One witness told of having been pun- 
ished by a mob forcing him to wall: 
fifteen miles at the head of a cheering 
crowd of strikers. 


Woes of a Bridegroom. 


The most Interesting story was that 


told by Thomas Washalskl of Hazle- 
ton. a clerk for Pardee & Co.. whO|f\vas 
married on the r.lght of Sept. 1C. On 
the night of the wedding a small 
crowd gathered at tho Catholic church 
and as the brldnl party entered the 
edifice WaMialskl and his bride were 
called "scabs." Coming out after tho 
ceremony, he was assaulted by the 
crowd. 
The driver of the carriage 


was not permitted to take the couple 
borne, and the witness sought refuge 
In the parochial residence, and the 
bride was escorted home In a trolley 
car by friends. 


The crowd remained at the parish 


house, abusing the bridegroom and 
yelling "scab" at the rector of the 
church because he had performed the 
ceremony. 


Later on, tho witness said, he man- 


aged to get away from the house and 
spent the night in the colliery, being 
afraid to go to his home. 


Chairman Gray's only remark was: 


"What sort of a community Is this, 
anyway?" 


He Lived In Fear. 


Charles Carl of Mahanoy City told a 


pathetle story. 
He was compelled to 


remain within the confines of the col- 
liery because ho was afraid 
to 
go 


home. 
When his wife and children 


visited him at the mines they were fol- 
lowed by Jeering crowds. 
He learned 


tl-at his mother was dying and, talc- 
ing a circuitous route, reached tho 
acme of his mother just after .she 
passed away. 
While she was lying 


dead In the house he was annoyed nnd 
his life threatened. 
He did not attend 


the funeral of his parent because he 
was afraid he would be killed.

specified may lit- appropriated for the 
•uses and In the manner likewise speci- 
fied. In order that the present distress 
in the Islands may be remedied." 


A relief appropriation of $3.000.000 


Is asked. The secretary of war says 
that the Filipinos are more In need 
than were the Cubans. Porto Rlcans 
or even the hurricane sufferers for 
•whom money was given. The suffer- 
ing and distress In the Islands results 
from the destruction by rinderpest of 
00 per cent of the caribous, the draft 
animals of the Islands, and the conse- 
quent failure of the rice crop, fol- 
lowed by an epidemic of cholera. 


Financial Probe.
